About 300 worried parents crowded the 
gym at Robert Rundle school last Thursday 
evening for a meeting on how to protect 
their children from ‘‘flashers’' and child 
molestors. Chairman Noel Gordon intro- 
duced resource people from the Rundle, 
Lacombe and Wild Rose schools, local 
RCMP officers, school boards and city 
council. 

Cpl. Lorne Thieman spoke of complaints 
received and the investigation underway in 
the wooded areas bordering Rundle and 
Lacombe schools. Complaints on Septem- 
ber 12 and 13 (at noon and 5:30 p.m.) were 
of a man placing his hand on an eight year

old girl, and an indecent assault involving a 
12 year old and both had been 
investigated. ‘‘We had several suspects 
but all have been cleared’’ he said, adding 
that complaints have come in from other 
areas as well, and that two flashers have 
been identified in the last couple of weeks. 

Following the first complaints Cpl. Lorne 
Thiemann said the police began an all out 
surveillance and investigation. Stories 
from kids include ‘everything from 
stabbings to multiple murder,’’ he said, 
“which is one reason why we are here. But 
we are not trying to play down the situation

Speed bumps soon to appear 


St. Albert High parking 
befuddling Board 


Trustees of the St. Albert 
Catholic School District once 
more tangled with the 
parking situation at St. 
Albert High School at the 
Board's regular meeting last 
night. 

The problem has been 
brought to the Board on at 
least two previous occasions 
and still has not been 
brought to a definite and 
final solution although the 
Board did make a move to 
begin tackling it. 

Vice-principal Paul Chali- 
foux appeared before the 
Board with two alternatives 
for renovating the parking lot 
in a manner that would allow 
control of students ‘visitors’ 
dangerous driving habits and 
undesirable activities. 

Mr. Chalifoux asked the 
Board to cordon off the 
western most section of the 
lot (beyond the staff parking 
island) and limit student 
parking to an area on the 
eastern section of the lot. 


The eastern section had the

added attraction of being 
visible from the school’s 
administration offices. Stu- 
dents parking on the west 
side of the lot (as they are 
now) feel less inhibited

east end of the lot in the 
opinion of Mr. Chalifoux.

undue or heavy competition 
with businesses in the 
downtown area.

- the potential for violence is there. 

He added that some investigations are 
dead ended. ‘‘It is a matter of checking and 
we appreciate your help,”’ he told the 
parents. ‘‘Without it we cant do very 
much."' In two cases of indecent exposure 
the corporal said one had been charged, 
and another is in the process and will 
appear in court. Asked ‘‘what happens 
when offenders are caught? - 10 days in 
jail?’’ the officer said ‘‘that is a question 
for the courts.”’ ‘ie 

Cpl. Thiemann said the only description 
of the flasher police are looking for is a man 
from 17 to 25, about six foot, wearing blue 
jeans and a blue jean jacket - and skinny. It 
was later brought out how many people 
that would fit. ‘‘We do not have any good 
description of indecent assault suspects,”’ 
the Cpl. said. 

In reply to questions on whether these 
people are in transit, and are they our 
neighbours, Const. Ron Rocco said that 
last year out of six people apprehended, 
one was from Edmonton. To a question on 
age of offenders the Constable said the last 
two apprehended were 18 and 24. Other 
questions brought out that police feel they 
do have adequate resources but they must 
call upon the public to report all suspicious 
activities, and that they are in touch with 
the Edmonton office on sex offenders 
movements. 


KEEP AN EYE ON YOUR CHILDREN 


Cpl. Thiemann advised parents to keep 
an eye on their children and make sure 
they don’t go alone into suspect areas, and 
that they report immediately all suspicious 
looking people and incidents. ‘There are 
lots of ravines and wooded areas," he said, 
‘“‘and we try to keep an eye on these - we 
are quite aware these people don't stick to 
one spot."’ 

Several questions revolved on the matter 
of publishing such incidents. ‘Shouldn't 
we be warned of what is happening so we 
can take steps to safeguard our children?"’ 
Others wondered if publicity was some- 
thing the offenders were seeking, and if it 
would accelerate the problem and initiate 
more offenses. Cpl. Thiemann felt that 
while such people may seek publicity, 
people should be aware of the situation 
because ‘‘we can only control it with the 
co-operation of the public.”’ 

Marie Lang of the Rape Crisis Centre 
said sex offender's behaviour can escalate 
from peeping Toms and on up to rape, over 
a period of time. ‘‘We recommend that all 
types of sex offences be reported, and also 
that if children go in groups of three or four 
the danger is reduced."’ 

Asked whether this kind of activity is 
abnormally high in St. Albert, Cpl. 
Thiemann said every city gets it - the larger 
you get, the more you get. To another 
question he replied that St. Albert has two 
plain clothes police, plus others working on 
off-duty hours. ‘‘A substantial number of 
our detachment are interested in helping."’ 
He also recommended contacting the 
police as soon as possible rather than a 
parent trying to apprehend someone 
caught in the act. 

Const. Ross Gilmore, with crime 
prevention and communications, said it 
was his job to ‘'get you to help yourselves 
and help us,’’ He also said parents should 
have their children walk in groups, 
“because if a man - or a woman, goes after 
a child, the others will run and the chances 
of him being caught are greater. He said 
St. Albert had 300 Block Parents, but a 
woman pointed out that in the wooded area 
the backs of houses face the wood, and also 
that block parents are not always home. A 
man suggested children be told by their 
parents to go to the nearest house for help. 


PARENTS MAKE SUGGESTIONS 


Parents had many suggestions. One 
woman drew applause when she said the 
RCMP were doing a good job, but ‘'we 
have to get parents to watch - even after 
dark kids are in playgrounds with no 
supervision, We'll never stop these 
offences unless parents take the action the 
police want them to take."’ The matter of 
having the city light the wooded areas and 
thin the woods was raised, and Alderman 
Breadner said council had discussed both 
lighting and some limited clearing of 
underbrush, ‘‘We appreciate hearing the 


opinion of the police,’ he addeg. 
Alderman Liesbeth Bakker noted that 
environmentalists will oppose any brush 
clearing. 

A chain link fence was suggested, but 
Const. Rocco said it would only slow 
offenders down, and that probably it 
wouldn't last long due to vandals. 

One woman suggested forming groups 
of parents within the schools to walk these 
trails as the children go to and from school, 
‘‘We have done this in snowstorms with 
three or four parents.’’ Mr. Throndson, 
principal at Rundle said the school could 
help set up such a plan - which could help 
not only with offenders but with older 
students bullying younger ones. A woman 
felt just seeing the kids to an open street 
would be sufficient - parents wouldn't need 
to walk the whole way. 

Others thought good use could be made 
of junior high students, and there were 
enough good kids to help. Ray Binette, 
principal at Lacombe said his schoo! goes 
only to grade seven and they couldn't help 
his area. Joh Arnott, principal of Simpson 
Junior High said many of these students 
use the wooded areas as a sort of meeting 
spot and perhaps they could help. Parents 
might run into abusive tactics by older kids 
he said, but we could explore it with grades 
8 and 9, However he also was concerned 
about the problem of bullying throughout 
the whole Grandin area. Total awareness of 
all these problems is good, he said, it will 
help put us in a position where we can do 
something. 


MANY PROBLEMS IN WOODS 


A woman mentioned other problems in 
the wooded area - broken glass, attempts 
to light fires in the old leaves, kids stealing 
bikes and stripping them there. The lights 
wouldn't help much she felt, as much 
occurs in daytime - but she favoured the 
clearing. *‘Wood were custom made for 
kids,"’ said Const. Rocco - ‘‘they will 
gather in these areas."’ 

Mr. Binette said Lacombe school has a 
parent advisory committee which he felt 
might help, but that lighting would be a 
rf help in his area. He thanked the police 
forjthe excellence of their surveillance in 
the school area - *‘they even stopped our 
superintendent,’’ he added. Mr. Binette 
also reported bullying - including bigger 
re Gag i, wallets from smaller ones. 
“I think this meeting is serving a purpose”’ 
he said, ‘‘in informing parents of what 
goes on."’ 

A man in the audience felt that at noon 
hour, and after school, the junior and 
senior high students could be a great 
resource and it would be worthwhile to 
have an assembly of older students and ask 
their assistance. ‘‘We do have a lot of good 
young people - would the schools help?”’ 

Mr. Arnott said it could be put to the 
older ones at assembly, but unfortunately 
the minority reflects a bad impression. 

A woman drew applause for her 
suggestion that the clearing of underbrush 
be pursued at the risk of disturbing the 
environmentalists. 

Const. Gilmore said that the force will be 
getting four auxiliary police who will be 
able to assist. 

Two women felt that if such incidents 
occur again it would be useful if parents 
could get factual information from the 
schools, since stories kids bring home are 
“incredibla’’. A man noted that now that 
we are a city, and more people are coming, 
the offences will be more frequent, saying 
that there were roughly 35 cases of 
indecent exposure last year and numerous 
occurrences of suspicious persons - ‘you 
can’t tell how many will be flashers."’ 


APPREHENSION I$ THE CURE 


Another woman said parents should tell 
their boys as well as girls and Const. 
Gilmore agreed, saying the offences do 
include males - also that assaulters include 
females, Another parent asked about 
younger kids getting out earlier than older 
ones. Teachers replied that in this case the 
younger ones can wait the 15 minutes until 
older brothers, sisters or friends are 
dismissed, 

One man summed up by saying that If 
clearing of wooded areas is done and the 
individuals stay around, it will not solve the 
problem, ‘*‘We must exercise care and 
apprehension is the solution.’’ 


Facilities needed 


Cultural issue heats up 
as secret report presented 


The issue of cultural 
facilities in St. Albert has 
been simmering quietly on 
the back burner in recent 
years. Since the public 
rejected the concept of a 
large cultural-recreation 
complex in 1975, the city has 
focused its attention on 
sports facilities, such as the 
new arena, Fountain Park 
Recreation Centre and the 
planned track facility. 

Nevertheless, the cultural 
cauldron is heating up. Last 
winter, an Ad Hoc Citizens 
Committee on Cultural Ac- 
tivities conducted several 
surveys of the cultural needs 
of individuals, clubs and 
organizations here. This in- 
formation has been compiled 
in a report which was 
presented to council last 
week. 

However, for reasons un- 
known to The Gazette or the 
public, the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee’s report was present- 
ed to council in camera, and 
its contents remain secret. 
The report will officially 
come before council at its 
regular meeting next week. 
Interested persons are being 
urged to attend the October 2 
meeting to demonstrate 
their support for an ex- 
pansion of cultural facilities. 
The call for this citizen 
support comes from a group 
known as ‘‘Arts in Action."’ 


ARTISTS 
TAXPAYERS TOO! 


‘Arts in Action’’ is a 
loosely structured confeder- 
ation representing arts or- 
ganizations, artists and art 
lovers in St. Albert. All 
members are dedicated to 
the premise that ‘‘artists are 
taxpayers too.’’ Teen groups 
the Arts and Crafts Guild, 
dance groups and those with 
an interest in theatre and 
music all come under the 
umbrella of Arts in Action 
and share common goals. 
They hope to stimulate the 
public's awareness of the 
crucial need for a cultural 
centre in St. Albert. Mem- 
bers of the cultural comm- 
unity are encouraged to 
demand equal time as tax- 
payers. In addition ‘‘Arts in 
Action"’ will encourage local 
organizations to contribute 
financially towards a major

cultural/social facility. The 
arts group hopes that local 
decision makers will see the 
need for facilities, equipment 
and encouragement in the 
cultural arena. 

Carol Stanton, co-ordin- 
ator-chairman for the arts 
organization, pointed out to 
the Gazette that the existing 
arts centre is being over- 
taxed as its facilities and 
equipment are being used by 
city programs as well as by 
Guild members. The Guild, 
as an independent body, 
raised the lion’s share of 
funds for the facility, equip- 
ment and upkeep, and so is 
concerned about the increas- 
ing pressure on it. Guild 
members have already made 
comprehensive presentations 
to the Ad Hoc Committee, 
regarding the arts and crafts 
situation and space re- 
quirements. 

Other organizations have 
also expressed their needs to 
the committee. The His- 
torical Society has indicated 
it requires a facility for 
displays and exhibitions. 
Music lovers have requested 
a facility for concerts, and a 
need for an art gallery has 
been seen. 


DANCERS’ RANKS 
GROWING 


Local dancers have pointed 
to a growing need for dance 
facilities. Dancing, contrary 
to conventional wisdom, is 
not an effete activity with a 
minimal following. Indeed, 
there are 600 people enrolled 
in dance programs here. As a 
consequence of this popular- 
ity, there is a demand fora 
facility suitable for dance and 
the staging of dance revues, 

Aside from these art 
programs already in opera- 
tion in St. Albert, interest 
has been expressed by the 
public in a number of other 
arts and crafts. Metal smith- 
ing, photography, woodwor- 
king and theatre courses 
have all been requested. 
However, the city and the 
Guild lack the facilities and 
equipment needed to imple- 
ment such programs. 

Arts in Action hopes that 


people interested in any of 


the above mentioned areas, 
or in the arts in general, will 
band together. It is felt that a 
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unified force could take a 
stronger role in making a 
cultural centre a reality. Arts 
in Action hopes that this 
force will make its first 
appearance at the Town 
Annex on Monday, October 2 
at 7:30 p.m

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Library board meets 
with Alberta Culture 


Alberta Culture at present 
has no money available for 
capital grants to libraries. 
This was the message of Mr. 
J. Forsyth, director, Library 
Services, Alberta Culture, to 
the St. Albert Library Board 
at its recent monthly mee- 
ting. Mr. Forsyth did point 
out, in response to questions 
by Trustee Denis Ward, the 
Board, as a cultural facility 
was eligible for grants under 
the major Cultural/Recrea- 
tional Facility Development 
Program of Alberta Rec- 
reation Parks and Wildlife. 

The meeting with Mr. 
Forsyth was part of his 
department's program to 
meet with Library Boards in 
Alberta and discuss their 
problems. In the past his 
department had spent a lot of 
its time working with those 
people in charge of the 
libraries throughout the Pro- 
vince. Now he hopes to be 
able to meet with interested 
Boards on a fairly regular 
basis. 

The chairman of the 
Board, Mrs. Coleen Shields, 
mentioned she had received 
some complaints over com- 
mercial advertising at a 
recent display in the library. 
The Board discussed this at 
some length. The consensus 
of the meeting was displays 
would be continued, and 
those whose works were 
being exhibited would con- 
tinue to be identified. It was 


decided how the craftsmen 
was identified would be left 
to the discretion of the 
librarian, with the Library 
Board having the final say. 
The cleaning of the library 
building was discussed, in- 
cluding whether or not the 
Library Board itself should 
award the cleaning contract, 
rather than be part of the 
city’s bid. It was decided to 
wait until the new contract 
was being negotiated. At 
that time the Board would 
compare bids to see if it 
would be less expensive to 


contract on its own or to 
remain under the city's 
general contract. 

Finally the Board accepted 
as information a draft prop- 
osal of charges which would 
be made for use of the 
Edmonton Public Library 
computer if St. Albert were 
to install a computerized 
circulation system. The lib- 
rarian notes that in order to 
get full value from the 
automated system, some 
form of electronic detection 
system would have to be 
installed.

They must either have 
grown up children and figure they're safe, 
or living in another area and figure it won't 
happen there. They said the council was 
talking of maybe putting in street lights 
which will do alot of good, seeing these 
incidents are happening in broad daylight. 

We are just asking the council to clear

During the past week, the R.C.M.P. 
have kept a continuous vigilance on Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue and, from what 
I understand, have enforced the 50 km 
speed limit. To this I say thank you 
because to see the traffic moving 
continuously at 50 km is much better than 
seeing the odd one in a hurry, crowding 80 
km. After all, how far are you travelling 
on the Avenue to prompt excessive speeds. 

Today during rush hour traffic, an 
R.C.M.P. car set the pace on the Trail for 
the heavy traffic flow into the St. Albert 
area. Yes, it even appeared that they 
exceeded the speed limit, by a_ bit. 
However, they kept the traffic going 
smoothly and there was no congesting 
behind them. They even changed lanes as 
necessary, to prevent an ever-enlarging 
open space from developing between the 
cars in the fast lane. 


Most 
drivers recognize that in order to move the 
volume of traffic we encounter on the 
Trail, you should not “pace-set,” or create 
an ever-enlarging open space between you 
and the vehicle in front, particularly in the 
left lane.

League fights for rights 
of animals 


The belief that animals 
were placed on this earth for 
the use of mankind is one 
commonly held. Animals are 
used for scientific research, 
for sport and for commerce 
with the general consent of 
people everywhere. How- 
ever, this belief of the 
inalienable right of man to 
exploit other animals is 
facing a serious challenge by 
the International League for 
Animal Rights. 

The League has drawn up 
a Universal Declaration of 
Animal Rights and designa- 
ted 1978 as World Animal 
Rights Year, with World 
Animal Rights Day being 
proclaimed on October 15, 
On that day, the League will 
request that their declaration 
be put to a vote by the 
General Assembly of UNES- 
CO, either in 1980 or 1982, 
both as a recommendation 
and a convention. 

As World Animal Rights 
Day falls on a Sunday, the 
clergy will be asked to 
support the Declaration, 


School children will also be 
able to take part in the 
movement by signing a 
declaration by The Young 
Friends of Animals. 

The Universal Declaration 
of Animal Rights states that 
man shall not consider him- 
self as having the right to 
exterminate or inhumanely 
exploit animals. It also de- 
clares that animals have the 
right to man’s protection. It 
establishes the right of wild 
animals to be free in their 
nautral environment, and to 
procreate freely. Another 
article states that animals 
raised domestically have the 
right to live and grow in a 
way natural to their species. 
Any interference by man for 
gain is considered an in- 
fringement of this right. This 
refers to the force feeding 
and mass confinement of 
poultry and similar treatment 
of other species for the 
benefit of man. 

The declaration speaks out 
against the premature end- 
ing of a pet animal's life and 


the abandonment of such 
animals. Working animals 
and their treatment is also 
referred to in the Declara- 
tion. Animal experimenta- 
tion is declared incompatible 
with the rights of animals 
and replacement methods 
are called for. 

The slaughter of animals 
for food is also dealt with, as 
it is stated that all operations 
connected with the process 
must take place without 
suffering. Other articles de- 
nounce exhibitions and spec 
tacles involving animals and 
the mass killing of wild 
animals. The treatment of 
dead animals with respect 
and the banning of violent 
scenes involving animals 
from cinema and TV are 
called for in the document. 

Anyone wishing to sign the 
petition can do so. It Is 
available at the office of Dr. 
Metz on St. Anne Street or at 
the counter at the Tamblyn 
Drug Store at Grandin Mall 
from October 15 - 23.

Chalifoux explained that 
stalls would be rented ona 
priority basis with work 
experience students (who 
need to leave the school to 
take up their positions) 
getting the first crack at 
rental opportunities. He 
suggested the Students’ Un- 
ion executive would be 
willing to assist in the 
priorizing of the stalls. 

On the other hand the 
Students’ Union definitely 
was not interested in policing 
the situation; a position both 
he and the Board members 
could understand. He asked 
that the school administra- 
tion be given some authority 
in order that they might 
enforce any regulations set 
out for parking at the school. 

Speed bumps and curbing 
were the other main thrusts 
of the proposal bringing the 
total estimated cost to 
around $2,500. 

Trustees had little trouble 
agreeing that the speed 
bumps and curbing were 
necessary but spent an hour 
haggling over the suggestion 
to close off the western end 
of the lot - except for special 
occasions; a fact that would 
seem to suggest a movable 
barrier. In fact District 
Secretary-Treasurer Ted 
Baldwin recommended in a 
District Office report that a 
concrete post and chain fence 
be constructed that would 
allow chain sections to be 
removed for easy access 
during these special events. 

The trustees expressed 
some concern that closing 
the western section would 
merely result in students 
parking their vehicles on 
surrounding streets thus 
causing a disturbance to the 
neighbourhood. No one wan- 
ted to solve the school’s 
problem by shifting it to 
someone else but at the same 
time some trustees felt the 
Board should act in some 
way soon. 

Trustee Ken Porter moved 
that the Board accept Mr. 
Chalifoux’s recommendation 
Trustee Jerry Manegre still 
feels he would need more 
information before he could 
make a decision on the 
matter and suggested that 
the school’s administration

and the District Office ad- 
ministration bring back a 


‘report to the Board that 


would show a single rec- 
ommendation. Essentially 
this would mean leaving the 
decision up to the admini- 
stration as Mr. Chalifoux 
pointed out. Superintendent 
Bill Zielinski told the Board 
that it had procrastinated a 
long time on the matter and 
Trustee Manegre shot back it 
was ‘‘not the fault of this 
Board!’’ (obviously in refer- 
ence to his feeling that the 
administration had not supp- 
lied the trustees with ade- 
quate information for proper 
decision making). 

Trustee Don Lavoy began 
to move an amendment to 
Trustee Porter's motion whi- 
ch would affect the question 
of the use of the western end 
of the lot. He was aiming at 
giving more flexibility to the 
use of the area but never 
finished his motion. He said 
the barrier could be erected 
to control traffic now anda 
decision on whether the area 
would be opened or closed 
could be determined later. 

However when the vote on 
the motion was called he 
voted with Trustees Porter, 
Smith and Sieben and the 
motion read that the area 
would be closed to student 
vehicle parking. Trustee 
Manegre opposed the motion 
because he did not agree 
with the method of decision 
making and felt that there 
had been a lack of ‘philo- 
sophical consideration’ be- 
hind the recomraendation to 
close the western parking lot 
area. The philosophical con- 
siderations would include 
whether the Board was 
shirking its responsibilities 
in closing the area when it 
should be attacking the 
problem of student drinking, 
ete, 

Trustee Lavoy later admit- 
ted that he had voted for a 
motion he thought he had 
amended and would not have 
voted for in its original state. 

Trustee Manegre wasn't 
finished yet and he moved 
that the administration pre- 
pare a report on véhicle 
parking on district property 
including fees and towing 
and that a report on the 
views of the St. Albert High 
Student’s Union reaction to 
the Board's decision to close 
a portion of the parking lot 
also be prepared.

The SAC spokesman also 
expressed concern about the 
lack of background informa- 
tion displayed by some 
members of council. He felt 
Ald. Smith was not con- 
versant with the zoning of 
the land in question, and 
commented that the only 
interest evinced in the SAC 
proposal came from Ald. 
Shields. Mr. Heit said that 
Ald. Ayotte voted on the 
basis of a mistaken idea that 
the SAC proposal would take 
the access road through the 
Big M, which Mr. Heit 
asserted was not the case. 
He stated he felt several 
aldermen were in error in 
regard to the developer's 
dedication. This was made at 
little sacrifice to the develo- 
per, he said, as it was 
undevelopable land in the 
first place. He added that in 
observing the plans of 
Golden Flow Construction 
Ltd. for the site, the SAC had 
noted the plans extend down 
into the ravine. 

Mr. Heit, in closing, 
re-iterated the SAC's disap- 
pointment with the council's 
decision. 

‘*We only asked for two 
weeks while Grimble pre- 
sented a plan,’’ he com- 
mented. ‘‘It would have cost 
$5,000 and would not have 
held up the developer."’

‘He Babebips’’ might be 
hard to get into as it features 
a heavy bass line, a drone of 
a cello and Kirk on the 
electric kalimba.

distinctive laconic vocals. 

‘Messin’ Around’’ is my 
favorite on the album and isa 
flat out boogie as Byrd 
pounds out very fast triplets 
on a syncopated 818 rhumba 
beat. His back-up is behind 
him all the way. 

Then he gets back to some 
hard driving blues on the 
classic ‘‘Everyday | Have 
The Blues."’ This is followed 
by Tipitina which was a hit 
for Byrd back in 1954. This 
early New Orleans R&B tune 
presents some excellent pia- 
no and percussion. 

The second side starts off 
with ‘‘I’m Movin’ On,"' to 
which Professor Longhair 
adds some of his own lyrics 
and funks up. Hank Snow, 
the originator of the tune 
would have trouble recog- 
nizing it. 

**Mardi Gras in New Or 
leans’’ was originally done 
by Byrd in 1949, and is still 
played every year in New 
Orleans selling about 15,000 
copies annually. 

In **Cry to Me"’ Professor 
Longhair presents a touching 
rendition of this old R&B hit. 
In some of the vocals on this 
album, you can pick out 
stylization very similar to 
what Elvis Presley put into 
some of his songs. 

**Gone So Long"’ is a quiet 
boogie which provides good 
listening. It is followed by 
the final selection, ‘Stagger 
Lee,’’ which is a folksey 
number accented by Byrd's 
throbbing piano.

The members of Kiss are 
presently all in the process of 
recording solo albums, how- 
ever they claim it is no 
indication of the group 
splitting up.

University copes with postal strike 


By operating with an 
alternate delivery system, In 
the event of a national postal 
strike, Athabasca University, 
Alberta’s distance delivery 
education system, guaran- 
tees service to all its students 
in the province through the 
use of an alternate delivery 
system.

This will allow Atha- 
basca University to distribute 
pre-admission and enrolment 
information, to receive ad- 
mission and enrolment forms 
and fees, to distribute course 
material packages, and to 
provide for assignment and 
examination receipt and re- 
turn, 

In identifying these distri- 
bution centres where stu- 
dents can pick up calendars, 
forms, course materials, etc., 
Athabasca University selec- 
ted locations that would 
ensure reasonably conven- 
ient access from anywhere in 
the province. These distribu- 
tion centres are listed. 

In the event of a postal 
strike, calendars and forms 
can be picked up from these 
distribution points. Addi- 
tional pre-admission or pre- 
enrolment information is 
available by calling Student 
Development Services at 
Athabasca University, 453- 
3466 collect. 

Admission or course en- 
rolment can be arranged by 
calling 452-9990 (collect) 
weekdays or 454-2241 (col- 
lect) Tuesday and Thursday 
from 4:30 p.m, to 9:00 p.m. 
The student is then informed 
when the course materials 
will arrive at the most 
convenient distribution cen- 
tre. Forms and fees are 
exchanged for the course 
materials package at the 
centre.

The future of blind chil- 
dren in Northern Alberta will 
be the topic at a conference 
held at CNIB on Thursday, 
September 28 and Friday, 
September 29. Discussion 
will centre around the 150 
blind children in Alberta. 
There are 24 children of 
pre-school age registered as 
blind with CNIB in Northern 
Alberta. Six of these children 
attend a day care centre, 
nursery school, or kinder- 
garten during the year. Six 
others attend special facil- 
ities such as Elves Memorial 
Child Development Centre. 
The other 12 do not attend 
any facility. 

Of the school age children, 
91 attend regular schools 
with itinerant teaching ser- 
vice available. Ten children 
attend braille classes at a 
regular school in the city. 
Five children attend a resi- 
dential school for the blind in 
Brantford, Ontario. Twenty- 
one children attend special 
facilities because of handi- 
caps in addition to their 
blindness. The time is looked 
forward to when there will be 
adequate resources to meet 
the needs of all the blind 
children in the community.

Lucifer’s Hammer: 


End of the world tale 
is riveting 


By Vicky Knight 

As subject matter for a 
novel, the end of the world is 
hard to beat. All other 
disaster epics pale before it. 
However, the immensity of 
the topic tends to dwarf any 
attempts at description and 
most such novels end up 
trivializing their subject. 

Lucifer's Hammer by Lar- 
ry Niven and Gerry Pour- 
nelle, manages to overcome 
this hazard. It is a believable 
attempt to describe the end 
of the world as we know it, 
and makes gripping reading. 

The title refers to a comet 
which crashes into earth, 
gouging out giant craters and 
drowning a good part of the 
planet in tidal waves. The 
horror, however, comes with 
the aftermath, as exper- 
ienced by the survivors. For 
those few who are left, all the 
old rules are gone -- nothing 
stands between them and a 
2,000 year backslide into 
bestiality. Some succumb 
with alacrity, embracing 
anarchy with enthusiasm. 
And their regression isn't 
gradual. Those who opt for 
the barbarous immediately 
sense the potential for un- 
bridled evil in the disaster, 
and waste no time in 
exploiting it. Cannabalism 
becomes a fact of life in a 
matter of weeks after Ham- 
merfall. New kings, presid- 
ents and tyrants rise to 
instant power over roving 
bands of killers. 

Atthe other end of the 
moral spectrum are those 
who realize the crucial nature 
of their responsibility to all 
mankind to come, If civiliza- 
tion is not restored as quickly 
as possible, it will be erased 
from human consciousness in 
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High Noon

a few generations. To ward 
off anarchy, tiny empires of 
law and order are created in 
the valleys of the high 
country and frontier law is 
the order of the day. Only 
those who fulfill an essential 
function are granted the 
protection of these small 
kingdoms. Justice is swift 
and harsh and the adage that 
a society is only as civilized 
as it can afford to be is 
proven true. 

The book also points an 
accusing finger at modern 
western society -- a people 
grown soft and helpless 
without its bureaucrats and 
technology. We have lost our 
physical survival skills and 
the mental tricks with which 
we have replaced them are of 
no use. A mastery of cor- 
porate cunning is of no help 
when trying to snare a 
rabbit. The computer be-

comes a ludicrous conceit 
with no electricity. The very 
act of feeding ourselves 
becomes fraught with diffi- 
culties when our elaborate 
food delivery system is 
paralyzed, 

The book's themes are 
profound, but the tale never 
buckles under their weight. 
The story moves on at a 
rattling pace with the reader 
suspended in horrified an- 
ticipation. The characters are 
well-drawn, avoiding stereo- 
type, and the reader is 
compelled to discover their 
fate. 

He is also compelled to ask 
himself a disturbing question 
-- “Could I survive and how 
much of myself would I 
sacrifice to ensure that sur- 
vival?"’

So, we will now look at 
essential considerations ap- 
plicable to those musicians 
wanting to get together. 

First, you have to find the 
musicians except, of course, 
the one-man band situation. 
In searching for the musi- 
cians, you have to consider 
the people who will handle 
the rhythm section. In most 
small combos, this is nor- 
mally a bass player and a 
drummer or percussionist. 

Then you have to think 
about the lead or solo instru- 
mentalist, a position norm- 
ally filled by a horn player, a 
keyboard player or a guit- 
arist. You might need a 
singer, or everybody in the 
group might be singers. 
(Remember the Beatles’ 
four-part harmonies?) 

Once you find the musi- 
cians, you have to get 
together and decide what 
sort of music you want to 
play. It is also of special 
benefit to check out what 
sells in your area, before you 
decide on a musical policy. It 
is an absolute waste of time 
to play jazz in an area noted 
for bluegrass music, or rock, 
when the populace prefers 
classical, 

Once you've decided on a 
musical policy, you have to 
check out equipment. Most 
music shops are of invaluable 
help especially if they know 
what your band is trying to 
achieve, and how much 
money you have to spend. If 
you must buy cheap equip- 
ment at the start, it is better 
to do it in a shop where you 
can get good value for your 
money, and where you are 
likely to have sympathetic 
ears anytime you have a 
problem. 

Some shops have good 
credit facilities, or rental 
facilities, equipment exch- 
ange (if you are upgrading), 
repairs and backup music- 
ians, should somebody in 


your band drop out just 
before a gig due to illness or 
otherwise. 

Now, you've got that 
sorted out, next you have to 
arrange rehearsals. Once 
every week on a regular basis 
is better than four days 
together at the end of every 
two months. Creativity sh- 
ould always be your guide- 
line at rehearsals, and keep 
personality clashes down to 
the absolute minimum. 
Think collectively instead of 
selfishly. 

It is helpful to have a rap 
session once in a while, 
whereby each member of the 
band has an equal say in the 
decision making. Remember, 
every one in the band is 
equal - every instrument is 
important. No matter how 
flashy a guitar player you 
are, or how brilliant a 
songwriter you are, one tree 
cannot make a forest. The 
Beatles are said to have 
broken up because of ego 
problems and personality 
clashes, They were great as a 
band, but not so good as 
individual performers. 

After a few weeks of 
rehearsal, your group is 
probably itching to play its 
first gig. You have to go job 
hunting. Check your local 
high schools and colleges, 
the Recreation Department, 
the youth clubs and local 
dance floors for your first 
gig. 

Of course, you might have 
to audition. A surefire way of 
passing is to arm yourself 
with all kinds of music. 
Doing this is very easy. You 
have to be aware that the 
grandads dig the old time 
swing music, so learn ‘‘In the 
Mood.'’ Most moms and 
dads prefer something that is 
easy to listen and dance to, 
so a couple of country tunes 
is your best bet. For the 
younger ones, try BTO,

This 
could be in the form of 
posters, photographs, busin- 
ess cards and talking to your 
local press. 

It is sometimes not good, 
to quote prices or to havea 
strict price policy, Flexibility 
opens the door to a lot of 
jobs, and you will need a lot 
of jobs to survive in the 
business. 

At the initial stage, you 
could get mom or dad to 
drive you to your gigs, but as 
time goes on and your 
popularity soars, you might 
think in terms of getting a 
manager or an agent, and 
maybe buying your own 
vehicle. | have seen groups 
put thousands of dollars into 
equipment, only to spend a 
lot of their earnings on 
rented vehicles to cart the 
stuff around. 


Remember, the business 
of running a band is like any 
other business, You have to 
show profits, otherwise, how 
would you upgrade on 
equipment, buy your cos. 
tumes, etc.? 

Finally, remember. 
tough to make it in the music 
business, but if you know 
how to play your cards, yoy 
don't need to starve either, 
Work hard and play hard,

Try to talk to people who 
might be of help to you 

So keep your eyes and ears 
open. The people who are 
likely to help your group are 
not going to glue a label on 
their foreheads, proclaiming

Good luck, and don’t play 
too loud.

A brief look at the coming 
theatrical season reveals that 
Edmontonians need fear no 
embarrassment to their so- 
cial consciences this year. 
With the exception of one 
company, social issues will 
take a back seat to saleability 
on city stages in the months 
to come. However, the 
Edmonton Actors Workshop 
believes that audience app- 
eal and social awareness are 
not incompatible. Its new 
production, Yisgor, will put 
that belief to the test. 

This originally conceived 
and written play concerns 
those who lived through the 
Holocaust. While this subject 
matter might not come high 
on anyone's list of light 
entertainments, its produc- 
ers say the play will gen- 
erally be optimistic in tone. 
Rather than being a cata- 
logue of horrors, it is a 
tribute to survival. 

The play's director, Martin 
Fishman, emphasizes that

the EAW production is not 
intended to induce guilt or 
point accusing fingers.

essentially an upbeat pro- 
duction, and it will use music 
and.a lighter touch than 
expected to convey this tone 
Actor Richard Gishler, a 
familiar face to city theatre- 
goers, will take the title role, 
and act as a commentator on 
the action. A twist in the 
storyline will jolt audience 
expectations, but Gishler, 
Fishman and Heather Mac- 
Callum, the driving forces in 
EAW, will do no more than 
hit about it. 

During the play's run at 
Theatre 3, the Alberta 
Human Rights and Civil 
Liberties Association will be 
present in the lobby after 
each show, Should there be 
sufficient interest, informal 
discussions of the question of 
civil liberties will take plate.

Since moving in with the 
McNabs, Billy has made 
progress in several areas, 
such as dressing himself. He 
still needs help with buttons 
and snaps. There are times 
when he gets annoyed be- 
cause he can't do them up 
himself but he doesn't want 
help. 

The McNabs’ friends and 
relatives fully accept Billy, 
and his foster parents often 
take him visiting. He some- 
times gets excited in new 
situations and will test his 
foster parents’ limits, just as 
any other child does with his 
parents. The McNabs praise 
his good behavior and 
impose consequences on bad 
behavior. 

Billy's social skills also 
have improved and he now is 
more confident meeting new 
people. An active child, he is 
not usually shy, 

His play skills have impro- 
ved as well. His attention 
span, though short at times, 
is longer than it used to be. 
He does four piece puzzles 
and likes to draw with felt 
pens. He engages in im- 
aginary play and enjoys 
doing imitations. His favorite 
toys are cars. 

Billy’s physical co-ordina- 
tion has improved since 
moving in with the McNabs. 
He goes for walks with his 
foster parents and his co- 
ordination has improved 
greatly as he has more space 
and opportunities to run. He 
enjoys small toys he can ride. 
However, the tricycle’ frus- 
trates him as he still hasn’t 
the co-ordination to master 
it. 
Though improved, Billy's 
speech requires further de- 
velopment. The McNabs en- 
courage him to speak clearly. 
He used to point to some- 
thing he wanted and expec- 
ted it to be given to him; he 
now is encouraged to ver- 
bally ask for what he wants. 

Billy attends the early 
education project at Mayfield 
School. In his school pro- 
gram, Billy is working on 
matching colors, objects and 
body parts.

From Farm Light & Power 

A 35 year old native of 
Boyle, Alberta, has formed 
Sundance Aquafarms Ltd. to 
show the commercial poten- 
tial of using warm water 
discharge from a power plant 
cooling pond to raise 400,000 
rainbow trout fingerlings and 
eggs. 

Dave Bilowus, president of 
Sundance Aquafarms, has 
launched the experimental 
operation south of Lake 
Wabamun on land provided 
by Calgary Power Ltd. The 
operation will use water from 
the 1200-acre cooling pond 
associated with CPL’s Sun- 
dance generating station. 

The $200,000 prototype 
fish hatchery and rearing 
facility may turn thermal 
“‘waste’’ into a thermal 
‘benefit’ for Alberta, by 
utilizing low grade heat that 
all thermal plants must 
reject. 

Construction of rearing 
tanks, supply pipelines to 
and from the cooling pond, 
security measures and acc- 
ommodation buildings 
should be completed in time 
for an October commission- 
ing. The first crop of ther- 
mally-raised fingerlings 
should be available for 
private pond stocking next 
June. 

Sundance Aquafarms has 
turned one man’s dream into 
a challenge. 

‘*We believe this experi- 
ment is the second or third 
project of its kind in Canada, 
and certainly the first in 


Alberta,"’ says Mr. Bilowus. 
“With the increasing num- 
ber of coal-fired power plants 
needed in Alberta, it seems a 
shame to ignore the vast 
quantity of low-grade heat 
available from the power 
plant's cooling system."’ 
Mr. Bilowus and his wife, 
Jan, have spent the last 18 
months researching the mer- 
its of an experimental ven- 
ture. Their investigations 
showed an investment would 
be worthwhile, and pursued 


the concept with Calgary 3 


Power, the Alberta Agricul- 
tural Development Corpora- 
tion and other provincial 
agencies. 

‘Perhaps this prototype 
will add a new dimension to 
the concept of thermal power 
installations - if we can 
demonstrate the added ben- 
efits to such projects. Alberta 
has traditionally had to rely 
on fingerlings and egg im- 
ports to meet the increasing 
demand for stock ponds,’’ 
Mr. Bilowus says. 

E. W. Smith, Calgary 
Power's vice president of 
operations and customer 
services, says the utility is 
enthusiastic about this type 
of secondary industry. 

‘We are pleased to co- 
operate with Mr. Bilowus in 
this operation, It provides 
government, the utility and 
individuals in the private 
sector with another oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their 
interest for environmental 
conservation,"’ he says.

New amateur sport program 


has a way to go 


Sport Alberta has an- 
nounced a new, comprehen- 
sive support program for 
amateur sport in Alberta, to 
improve communication and 
co-ordination between all 
levels of amateur sport in the 
province. The aim is to 
provide services which indi- 
vidual sport bodies, clubs 
and teams cannot provide for 
themselves. Loto Canada is 
involved. 

In the next six weeks the 
Sport Alberta staff and Board 
of Directors will be in contact 
with the 61 provincial sport 
governing bodies, from ar- 
chery to wrestling, to explain 
the new program to amateur 
sport administrators in all 
parts of Alberta. Ads will 
appear in the sports pages of 
major newspapers, courtesy 
of Loto Canada. 

The new program will 
complement the amateur 
sport grant system recently 
announced by Recreation 
Minister Allan Adair. It is 
the first step in a long 
awaited improvement in 
support services to amateur 
sport in Alberta, enabling 
the province to catch up with 
Sport B.C., Sask. Sport, 
Sport Ontario and Sport Nova 
Scotia as leaders in the field. 

The administrative servi- 
ces to be offered to volunteer 
sport administrators at all 
levels, will include phone- 
in dictation, provision of 
newsletters, bulletins, cor- 
respondance, schedules and 
technical material, mailing of 
these, and courier service to 
and from major centres for 
quick pick-up and delivery. 

Paper and other office 
supplies will be operated at 
cost and a news release will 
be mailed twice monthly to 
all media outlets in the 
province, 

The services are available 
for provincial sport govern- 
ing bodies and recreation 
associations and all local or 
regional sport associations, 
clubs and teams who are 
affiliated with their provin- 
cial sport body. All services 
are free and the user pays 
only for supplies used and 
postage, by meter. 


PROGRAM HAS SO FAR 
LACKED CREDIBILITY 


Lorne Wood, who is 
responsible for Alberta Sch- 
ool Athletics and works out of 
the Percy Page Centre in St. 
Albert, said that all of the 
groups in the Centre were 
advised last spring of chan- 
ges in Sport Alberta. He is 
not sure of what the situation 
at Percy Page will be after 
March next year. Mr. Wood 
feels that the new program 
co-ordinators and Board of 
Directors first have to con- 
vince the sports governing 
bodies, about 100 in all, of 
the value of the new 
approach, They have been 
working independently, he 


said, If Sport Alberta ex- 
pands, they may need other 
centres or a larger centre 
than ours. Percy Page, for 
example, is not a convenient 
centre for a sports body with 
an executive in Lethbridge. 

Mr. Wood is familiar with 
the Saskatchewan approach 
where all funds for Sask 
Sport are turned over to an 
autonomous body to dis- 
perse, which works 
Ww ell. 

In Alberta, said Mr 
Wood, no one seems to have 
a reasonable explanation 
why funds for amateur sport 


very 


were allocated in part to the 
Edmonton and Calgary Ex- 
hibition Boards. 

‘Sport Alberta has lacked 
credibility for the past seven 
or eight years, and this 
situation won't change eas- 
ily, said Mr. Wood, but there 
is a need for a new approach 
and funding. In Saskatche- 
wan, lottery funding gives 
the atonomous board about 
1% million dollars to dis- 
perse, and although Sport 
Sask started three years 
behind Alberta, amateur 
sport in that province has 
taken off like a jet.’’ In 
Alberta he said, some groups 
bypass the organization and 
go directly to the province for 
funds. And there seems to be 
conflict between Loto Canada 
and the Western Lottery with 
amateur sport funding here. 

Minister Al Adair said at 
the Spring meeting, that it 
was imperative all governing 
bodies in amateur sport 
co-operate, said Mr. Wood, 
and there will be a Fall 
General Meeting in Red Deer 
in late October or early 
November. It is to be hoped 
Sport Alberta can get really 
going.

Decide whe- 
ther your hedge will be 
evergreen or deciduous, Re- 
member that evergreens are 
most susceptible to road-salt 
spray damage and are easily 
broken by the weight of ice 
and snow, And pick a hedge 
that at maturity, will fit the 
height and width of the space 
you have available.

Farmers renting 
% of land 


There is a significant trend 
towards more leasing of 
farmland in Canadian agri- 
culture, 

While land ownership re- 
mains one of the basic 
characteristics of modern 
farming in Canada, there has 
been strong evidence in 
recent years of a shift away 
from 100 percent land 
ownership, particularly in 
Western Canada. 

Don McClatchy, an Agri- 
culture Canada research 
economist in Ottawa, noted 
that recent census figures 
showed 63 percent of all farm 
operators own all the land 
they farm. But in 1971, 
roughly 69 percent of Cana- 
da's farmers owned all the 
land they farmed, while in 
1951, the figure stood at 77 
percent. 

The number of farm 
operators who rent all the

land they farm decreased 
from 8.5 percent in 1951 to 
six percent in 1976. 

‘‘There has been a big 
increase in the category of 
farm operators who partly 
own and partly rent their 
land,’’ Dr, McClatchy said. 
‘Between 1951 and 1976, the 
number of farming opera- 
tions in this group more than 
doubled, from 14.5 percent 
to about 31 percent of all 
census farms in Canada,"’ 

The main explanation for 
this increased leasing of 
farmland probably depended 
on two important underlying 
trends, Dr. McClatchy sug- 
gested. First, there was the 
movement towards larger 
farming units which had 
been taking place in Canada 
over the last few decades. 
Coupled with this trend had 
been the rapid rise in the

MD vs. Edmonton 


In 1977, the MD of 
Sturgeon was planning on 
repaving an extention of 128 
Avenue between 149 Street 
and 156 Street in the West 
Bonaventure Industrial area, 
In order to drain the surface 
road water, a storm sewer 
had to be layed along that 
piece of road. With apparent 
approval from the City of 
Edmonton and waiting out 
the winter months, approxi- 
mately one-third of the sewer 
went in and the contractors 
hooked it up to the city’s 149 
Street south-flowing storm 
sewer, 

At this point, the City of 


Edmonton stated firmly that 
there was no agreement with 
the MD to tap into the city's 
sewer line and the line was 
already operating at full 
capacity. The MD argued the 
point. Then, a City of 
Edmonton crew plugged the 
Storm sewer with cement last 
July. A week following that, 
the MD of Sturgeon entered 
a statement of claim in the 
Supreme Court of Alberta 
against the action taken by 
the City of Edmonton. 

The hearings have been 
continuing for the past two 
weeks and are still in the 
discovery stage.

Scientists at Agriculture 
Canada’s Lethbridge Resea- 
rch Station believe that laser 
beams and x-rays can be

Dr. Wib Haufe, head of 
animal parasitology at the 
station, says that the scien 
tists are hoping that laser 
beams or x-ray techniques 
will enable them to locate the 
precise areas of fast-flowing 
rivers were blackflies hatch.

insecticide use and confine

Attacks by blackflies have 
become so Severe in parts of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan 
that livestock are being killed 
by the pests.

W. E. Small, president of 
the Housing and Urban 
Development Association of

Because the house build- 
ing industry in Canada has 
built more dwellings than it 
has sold in the past two 
years, buyers in some com- 
munities are currently being 
offered very good prices, Mr. 
Small told the Manitoba 


Housing Association. The 


number of new starts is 
showing a decline, which in 
1978 will probably be about 
8.4 percent from 1977 figures 
despite a high level of starts 
in the first quarter, 

Mr. Small’s Association 
(HUDAC) represents 6,000 
house building companies. 
He feels that starts will be 
down in the last quarter and 
companies will probably 
have their inventory cleared 
up by year end in most cases. 

He said also that in spite of 
a housing surplus, prices are 
not likely to go down, rather
